I Imve  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  ny  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  December  1956,  v/hich  includes, 
a section  kindly  supplied  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor, 

In  general  the  health  of  the  people  resident  in  the 
Urban  district  has  been  satisfactory,  althou^  the  incidence  of 
infectious  diseases  was  liigiier  this  year  tloan  last;  the  increase 
being  chiefly  in  respect  of  cases  of  Measles  and  YJhooping  Gou^, 

I ana  pleased  to  rex^ort  again  that  there  haa  bear  no 
case  of  Diphtheria  in  the  district;  the  importance  of  all  children 
being  immunised  against  Dix)htheria  before  the  age  of  one  year  ia 
once  ag-ain  stressed,  as  it  is  only  by  maintivining  a hi^^  percentage 
of  immunised  children  in  the  country  that  we  can  prevent  a return  of 
this  disease. 


Prom  a study  of  the  statistics  of  the  area,  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  number  of  births  iacreased  from  33  in  1955  to  37  in 
1956  and  the  number  of  deaths  decreased  from  74  in  1955  to  70  in  1956. 
The  infant  morta.liiy  rate  is  27.0  as  against  30.3  for  1955^.
